There is a quarantine in 
effect that restricts the movement of birds or eggs in or 
out of all of Los Angeles County and in most of San 
Bernardino and Riverside Counties. The Association is 
monitoring the situation and would like to remind eve¬ 
ryone that conditions can change very quickly so it is 
important for everyone to stay informed practice strict 
Bio Security until this disease has been eradicated. 

We are only a couple of weeks away from the 
Semi-Annual Meeting as of this writing. The show will 
be hosted by the Heart of America Club in Hutchinson, 
Kansas. Most of you will not receive this newsletter 
before this event so 1 hope you were able to attend and 
enjoy another fine spring show.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF PRESERVING "FARM" LIFESTYLES

In our high-tech modem world, we often take for granted the enjoyment, had work, and importance that a simple back to 
basics lifestyle can offer. 

Not all of us are fortunate enough to live on a farm out in the country. We are, however, all. fortunate to live in the USA, 
where we are supposed to be free to make our own choices about the life we live. 

It is sad that we Americans tend to look at people who raise animals and farm as being somewhat backwards and old 
fashioned. Do you know that in almost every other country in the world owning animals is seen as a symbol of wealth 
and importance. In England many people raise large flocks of sheep. These are just as important in 1999 as they were in 
1899. Just for the sake of proving a point, in most island countries around the world, the native peoples own Sago planta¬ 
tions, large flocks of poultry, pigs, goats, and yes even monkeys. 

We should consider something in our modem lives. When we go to the grocery store, we complain about high dairy pric¬ 
es, meat prices, high cost of fruits and vegetables. You know that our ancestors raised all of these animals and products 
themselves. They were truly self-sufficient. There is no reason we cannot be self-sufficient as we draw to the close of 
this century. 

Just think of the money a person could save. Think of the resources that we could save. Think of the values a person 
could teach their children. Children who are brought up with respect for the earth and for the abundance the earth pro¬ 
vides are less likely to get themselves in trouble. Children from days gone by did not have to drink and party to 
"entertain" themselves. They found entertainment with the everyday things that their life provided for them. They found 
rewarding satisfaction in the animals they raised for the state fairs, and later on FFA and 4-H projects. 

People raised a wide variety of vegetables and fruits that were canned and stored to last through the winter months. Peo¬ 
ple raised cows and goats for delicious fresh milk. They made this milk into delicious butter, cream, and cheese. Today 
anyone can raise and keep two or three nanny goats for fresh milk. Goats' milk is good for people who have trouble di¬ 
gesting regular cows' milk. 

In our not so distant past few people did not have a flock of chickens. They raised chickens for their eggs: Eggs could be 
sold and often traded for other goods. The chickens, ducks, geese, turkeys, and other fowl provided a delicious meal for 
the family. In the days of the depression a person with a good farm was rich indeed. Even though most A.P.A. members 
keep chickens strictly for show. You might consider raising some fryers, home grown fresh chickens are delicious and 
you will have a sense of pride when your family marvels over how good it tastes. 

We should give thought to the idea of preserving the rural life style our ancestors prized. The more time you spend in the 
fast-paced world of today, the more you will appreciate the rewarding rural farm lifestyle. You can enjoy a semi-farm 
life even if you live in town. With a little modification you can have fresh milk and eggs and chicken.
